5066 Vol. IV. and thew'd them, what 
I preſume you wil) now find true, that a 
Vidtory in Flanders, well follow'd, would 
caufe France to abandon all his extreme 
Parts, diſgorge his remote ,Conquefts, and 
call home his ſcatter'd Armies, like a Body 
{wooning, when the Spiritzretire ro defend 
the Heart—And from this Principle, how- 
ever ill it reliſh'd with ſome-Generals. who 
being employ'd in other Parts thought 
themſelves negleQed; 1 muſt own, | always 
thought, that to form a ſuperiour Force in 
Flanders to the French, and be thereby able 
to puſh them either from their inyinci- 
ble Barrier of Flanders, or bring them te a 
deciſive Aﬀion there, was the ſhorrefl way

Duke of Marlborough to a ſwift March, to 
prote the Dutch from Deftruttion- 

When the Battle of Turiz was. fought, 
an0th2r terrible Allion to France, what Effet 
had that ? Why truly juſt the. ſame, it 
{irip'd France of her Italian Triumph, and 
brought the French King to quit a Prince, 
that ia his Imagination he had devour'd— 
But all the EffeQ it had upon France it 
ſ:1f, was only to quicken their Application, 
to the re-eftablithing Things on that fide, 
which you ſee, hs did ſoeffeQually, that in 
your firſt Attempt upon him; from thence 
be baulk'd the beft contriv'd Defign, that 


ever was laid againſt him, Viz. That of 


Thoulon. ; h 
Come we next to the Siege of Barcelona, 


there the French receiv'd another terrible 
Blow—And what Eff & had it upon France ? 
Truly nothing ar all, but when you beat him 
out of Catalognia, he march'd. round the 
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Mountains, and entred by Nivarre, beat 
you out of all your Caſtiliay Eaterprize» 
and the next Summer fought you at Alman® 


' 24, entirely overthrewall your Hopes, and 


is cow puſbing fair for a ſccond.. Siege at 
Barcelona. 

But then come we to the Battle of F& 
meBies—which was fought in Flazders, and 
this was no ſooner fought, but what was the 
Conſequence ?_ It ſhouk the very Gates of 
Paris, Verſtilcs trembled, and the whole 
Kingdom of France was ftruck with 
Amzzement z they fall on their Knees to 
GOD in a general Humiliation, of which 7 
bave ſpoken at large alrezly, and they fall 
on their Knees to Man, fur they immediate- 
ly ſend to the Dutch, and to the Duke of 
Marlborough, if pciſible, to make Peace, 
which was thought fic to be rejeAed——- 

If you ask me what I tell this long Story 
for, and what Coherence it hs with the 
Queſtion in hand, TI ſhali{ſpeak to that di- 
realy; Fiſt, it is a Proof of the Reaſona» 
bleneſs of what I have alledg'd, viz, that 
this whole War will be beft decided in 
Flandersz and ſecondly, it will ſhew you, 
from what Ground 1 promiſed in a late Fe= 
view, that you ſhould have, if you would 
have Patience, A VICTORY. 

I ſaw the Concert of Aﬀairs between 
the Elefor of AHannover, the Duke of 
Marlborough, and Prince Eugene of Savoy 
pointed plainly at Flandersz that all the 


Forces for the Service of the Moſele were 


evidently deſign'd to be brought dawn to 
Flanders, and that what Detachments could 
be ſpared from the Rhine, would all folow 
for Flanders: 1 knew, the Generals were 
hearty for the Conclution of this heavy 
War, and would puſh-the French to a 
Battle almoſt upon any Diſadvantages; I 
knew, the great Deſparity of Forces, I 
mean as to the Bravery of the Men and 
Goodaeſs of the Troops 3 in ſhort, all 
Things tended to a deciftive Aion, and 
the Confederates ſeem'd reſolved to put it 
to a Day, upon whatever tollerable Ha- 
zird, upon theſe Suppolitions, I ventur'd 
to alfure you of a ViRtory, blaming your 
Impatience and Unthankfulneſs, as the on» 
ly-two things that ſeem'd to ſtand in the 
way of the glorious ProſpeR.
